During. the attaching of thé sig- 
hatures of the great powers and the 
Germans a battery of moving picture 
tnachinés and cameras dlicked away 86 
uudibly that they could be heard above 
the général disorder. 

At 3:45 the booming of cannon th 
celebration of the peate broke the 
monotony in the Hall of Mirrors; 
where the crowd had already tired of 
watching the signing. 

China’s failure to send her dele- 
gates to the ceremofiy created ‘much 
comment. The Vacant seats of the 
Chinese were noted early in thé pro- 
ceedings, but it was expected that the 
delegates would arrive later. Then the 
report was circulated officially that 
the Chinese would not sign without 


reservation on Shantung, and. would 
issue a@ statement this evening on their 


position. . 
Some Confusion About Arrangements. 


While the formal proceedings moved 
with system and complete adherence 
to program, the sanie cannot be said 
for other arrangements, which de- 
tracted markedly from the impressive- 
hess of the event. So many <snec- 
tators had, in one manner or another. 
gained access to the hall that the 
struggle for points of vantage at times 
approached the stage of a brawl, and 
the few officials intrusted with keep- 
ing order had the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining a semblance of it. 

Cries of ** Down in front!'*’ which 
were probably never. before heard at 
a gathéring of similar importance, 
were addressed quite as often to offi- 
cials of the Conference as to unofficial 

ctators.: The stage for the cére- 
mony was aS crowded as. the spec- 
tators’ inclosures, giving a picture of 
erush and confusion. The  plenipo- 
tentiariés and attachés, instead of ar- 
riving in delegations, formally intro- 
duced by tishers,.as had been planned; 
drifted in individually as at the earlier 
sessions.

This arrangement was made to per- 
mit the Germans to leave after the 
signature: of the treaty before the 
allied delegations, not waiting for the 
procession of allied. delegates to the 
terrace to witness the playing of the 
fountains. 

Crowds Gathered Barly. 


This morning was cloudy, but just 
before midday the clouds began to 
break. 

People bégan to gather early in: the 
neighborhood of the palace. As thé 
morning wore on the crowds kept in- 
creasing in size, but the vast spaces 
arcvund the chateau swallowed therm 
up at first. 

By noon eleven regiments of French 
cavalry and infantry under command 
of General Brecard had taken posi- 
tions along the approaches to the pal- 
ace, while within the court on either 
side solid lines of infantry in horizon 
bie were drawn up at attention. 

Hours before the time set for the 
ceremony an endless stream of auto- 
mobiles’ began «moving -out of Paris 
up the cannon-lined hill of the Champs 
Elysées, past the Arc dé Triomphe, 
and out through the shady Bois de 
Boulogne, carrying plenipotentiaries, 
officials, and guests to the cereriony.

NO BLOCKADE LI LIFTING 
BEFORE RATIFICATION 


Allied ‘Note on the Subject Deliv- 
ered to Germans Before They 
Start Home. 


VERSAILLES, June 28, (Havas, )—The 
allied note to the German delégation 
dealing. with ratification of the treaty 
by .

6ther. We doubt whether the British 
Government has yet ‘turned its\thoughts 
intensely and~constructively to it. We 
are not sure that they understand: as 
they should and must the urgency of 
settling it in a large afid honest way, but 
we are sure that unless they také it in 
hand with the utmost promptitude and 
good-will they: will encounter insuper- 
‘able obstaclés in the work of national 
reconstruction and development. that 
/Swaits-them, and will find themselve¥ 
hampered at. every turn in their. other 
activities at home and abroad. 

‘t The. settlement .must be based. upon 
the determination that under the British 
crown and within the framework ofthe 
British Commonwealth Ireland shall be 
her own .mistress.- We believe in the 
possibility not only of promoting Irish 
welfare under.a rather.generous system 
of Irish self-government, but also in the 
possibility. of fostering reciprocal com- 
prehension’and good-feeling between the 
English and Irish nations, when the 
‘proof of English fairmindedness and 
friendship shall have removed. from Irish 
minds the fog of suspicjon and distrust 
that not altogether without reason be- 
clouds their present vision.’

** At tirst -we sent wireless from the 
surface of the sea. We had two wire- 
lesa sets, you understand, a small one 
that was set in the blaet of the big 
Propeller shaft, the alr from which 
started the propeller in the small radio 
generator, as well as the big one in use 
while We were in the air. It was the 
small one we had to work when we were 
on the ocean. As things turned out, 
though, they were too busy hunting for 
us to hear our faint calls, and we soon 
stopped the engine that was driving the 
propeller. ; 

“It then became a terrible battle. 
We learned, after a fashion, to sail the 
big seaplane. That is, we turned it 
stern fotemost. to the waves, and by 
manipulating the controls got the wings 
and the rudders to ect as sails. We 
got pretty good at this after twelve or 
fifteen hours of it, and learned to take 
advantage of luils in the storm to work 
our way in the direction of Ponta Del- 
geda: On Monday afternoon we were 
seen from a marine battery on. a hill 
on the island, and a destroyer céme 
out. We were thén near the harbor, 
and, starting our motor, ‘ taxied’ in un- 
der our own power.” 

Lieut. Commander Towers said that 
the world had many lessons to learn 
from the flight of the NC fleet; which, 
he declared, would: be of inestimable 
service to aviation everywhere. 


Must Improve Compese. 

‘** First of all, it wasn’t the fog and it 
wasn’t the storm that kept the NC-3 
ffom reaching her desination,”’ he said. 
* Our radio compass failed even to 
operate at the distance we expected it 
would and we had to come down to the 
surface of the sea to get our bearings. 
That beat us, as the storm made it im- 
possible to get up again. 

* Now, if we have learned anything 
from this flight, we have learned that 
thé radio compass is absdiutely essential 
tO transocean trips, and also that it 
must be further developed. A radio 
compass enables the pilot to get his 
exact location from the wireless mes- 
sages coming in. Ours were set for the 
G@istance of 125 miles, which is in itself 
far too Httle to depend upon for an 
ocean. oppssing. However, a8 a matter 
of fact,.we found ours of use only at a 
distan¢e. of ten milés, soethat we had 
to come right up to a patrol destroyer 
to get Sur ‘position. 

‘This was dué, as we learned, to 
faulty wiring, which allowed the noise 
of the motors in the receiver drowning 
out everything but a vers powerful mes- 
Sage. We could have fixed this at 
Rockaway but we wanted to start on 
the navy schedule which had been ‘laid 
Gown for us and the delay would have 
compelled us to wait a month. Remem- 
ber also that we got no report of the 
storm brewing so that we expected fair 
weather. 

“In this connection, I would say that 
another point gained from our experi- 
@énce was the necessity of knowing 
clearly just what sort of weather con- 
ditions must be faced in the trip over. 
By that I mean the conditions near the 
@ufface of the water, for that is what 
will bother.a pilot most. 

“" We could have ridden out the storm, 
and thé fog itself trould not heave wor- 
ried us if we could have plotted our 
position. Theat fs why I say the de- 
velopment of the radio compass is all 
important in transocean flying. In the 
first leg of our trip to Newfoundland 
We ran into a storm that was as bad 
if mot worse than the one over the 
Azores, but we rode it out Without dif- 
ficulty because wd were able in the ab- 
sence of fog to keep our course pretty 
straight.’’ 

Lieut. Commander ; Towers was of 
the samé- opinion as Lieut... Com- 
mander Read in regard to the feasibility 
of any transatlantic commercial flying 
in heavier then air mechines in the 
near future. Hé said that he thought 
& Pacific flight would be tried and ac- 
complished within a year.

Tells Warden Everything Is Very 
Nice and That He Slept Weill.

*| OSSINING, June 28.—Gordon Fawcett 


Hamby, the Brooklyn bank murderer, 
told Warden Hdward V, Brophy of Sing 
Sing that he was delighted to meet him 
when they rere introduced fh the Déath 
Hoilise today.

HAS DEVELOPED. MEDIOINE 


Says It Has Taught Value of Thritt,. 
Removed Class ‘Spirit, and 


The good that has come. out of war 
Was the subject’ of @ talk which Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood gave to the students 


of George Washington ‘Dhiversity in 
Washington recently; Throughout the 
world, General Wood. said, people 
thought only of the terrible sufferings 
that marked the progress of the great 
war. But, Ke added, tertible as weré 
thosé sufferings, the fact remained that, 
tauch good had come ‘to America and 
the Allies as a direct result. 

War,” said General Wood," is not 
all loss, Althowgh we paid heavily, we 
have learned many things which will -be 
of benefit to us and to mankind for all 
time. In the war with Spain we largely 
developed and perfected the control of 
malaria. We took up and. carried 
through to suecess the study of the 
transmission--of yollow fever. We 
learned how to control ‘it, and we made; 
the tropics and the fever ridden zones 
safe against yellow fever for al) time. 

**In doing this, we made the building ; 
of the Panama Canal possible. The 
Canal was built on a sanitary founda- 
tion. This can be said without in any 
way detracting from the splendid work 
of our engineers. The French were 
enterprising, clever, courageous and re- 
sourceful, but the death rate from yellow 
fever and malaria waé so tremendous 
thet demoralization took place’ in’ the 
working forces to such an extent that 
the work could not be carried on. 

"' The credit in doing away with yellow 
fever was \principally due to Major 
Walter Reed and, to a lesser degree, to 
Doctors -Carroll, Lazear and <Agra- 
monte, his assistants., Doctor Carlos 
Finlay of Cuba had done much in the 
way of preliminary study of the mos- 
quito as a carrier, but he had not ar- 
rived at definite conclusions or put the 
results of his study to practical use. In 
doing away with yellow fever, we were 
able to do away with those great peric- 
dical quarantines which tied up busi- 
ness throughout the South, costing us 
hundreds of millions of dollars, some- 
times annually, and many thousands of 
lives. 

Smalipeox and Typhoid Banished. 

“Incidentally, ip our occupation of 
tropical possessions, we instituted 
thorough and Careful vaccinetion, there- 
by doing away with the hideous losses 
among the population from smallpox. 
We also established sound methods: of 
sanitation, better hospital facilities, 
better methods of caring for the sick 
and infirm. The policiés carried out in 
the West Indies were followed up in 
the Philippines. The terror of maigria 


was done away with. Tens of thousands 


of lives were saved; most of these re- 
sults coming from sanitary precautions 
necessary to safeguard the military 
peoruiation, 

“When disturbances began to occur 
along the Mexican. border it was found 
necessary to protect our troops, to make 
anti-typhold vaccination .obligatory. 
Here, again, was a by-product if not 
of war, of a. militety situation which 
mede it necessary to do thorough and 
radical work in the line of preventive 
medicine. The result has beén that for 
a number of years there was not @ 
death from typhoid in the army, end 
typhoid was demongtrated to be a con- 
trollable disease. 

‘During the great war from whith 
we are just emerging preventive medi- 
cine has madé wonderful advances. 
Wherever typhoid prophylaxis has béén 
carefully and systematically carried out 
and proper sefum provided typhoid has 
been absent. Tétanus no fonger is a 
cause of death: Bo astounding have 
been the advances of preventive medi- 
Gine and sound ‘sanitation that vast 
armies have been maintained in exeel- 
lent: health under conditions which in 
former.yeats vould haye soon rendered 
thém ineffective and given & déath rate 
which would have been appalling. Never 
before were such gréat arriies as- 
sembled and maintained with so low a 
disabiiity rate, under conditions of the 
most trying kind, f

He said that 
the statement of the Italian War Minis- 
tty, whose purpose it Was to deny there 
was co-opération between ‘the Jugoslavs 
ahd the Italians on the western front, 
made the “ interesting acknowledgment 
that the Italian Army Intelligence Serv- 
foe succeeded In enlisting 900 Jugoslav 
prisoners, #0 fhat they could communi- 
cate for propaganda purposes with their 
fellow-countrymen in the etiemy lines.’ 

“The Italian Ministry of: War: ac- 
knowledges that ofe incentive which 
moved thé Jugoslav voluntedra to enlist 
in a very dangerous service was their 
genuine hatred of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire,’ continued Mr. Hlacha. “In 
view of the endeavors of Italian propa- 
ganda to depict the Jugosiavs as up- 
holders of the late, Austrian monarchy, 
this acknowledgement is precious. 

‘*But the statement says that thé 
Jugoslav delegates in Italy instructed 
these voluntéers to refuse to serve Italy 
until they were recognized as metnbers 
of an allied nations The particulars of 
this case are not known to this bureau, 
but ff they are as stated, nobody coulf 
blame, this diplomatically reasonable 
move of the Jugoslav leaders, in. view 
of Sonnino’s anti-Jugoslav policy, averse 
to the Pact of Rome, 

“With limping logic, the Italian 
statement says that ‘although the con- 
ception of a Jugosiav nation was er 
tirely unknown to the prisoners, they 
were glad to obey the orders of the 
Jugoslav delegates because it kept them 
from the risks of their mishion, as ele- 
ments of the Italian Intelligence Office.’ 
Before matters were settled, according 
to the statement, the armistice came. 

“So we have here, the case of sdme 
Jugoslavs enlisting as Jugoslavs but not 
Knowing they were Jugosiavs, again 
obeying Jugoslav leaders in order not 
<0 perform a service for which they had 
volunteered. One gete diazy. 

Italy’s Lest Oppertunity. 

‘*The cultural and political union of 
the Southern Slavs, formerly a dream 
of centuries and now an accomplished 
fact; may be agreeable or not to the 
Italians, but by persisting in closing 
their eyes to a fact they will only fall 
again and again into such inconsisten- 
cies. 

“In ‘Italy, there were no Jugoslav 
legions fighting as on the Dobrudja, on 
the Saloniki front, and in Siberia—we 
nkdo not mention here the Jugoslavs from 
Serbia and Montenegro, but only. those 
from former AuStria-Hungary. The 
London treaty, promising to Italy terri- 
tory containing at least 700,000 Slave— 
by an irony of fate just those among 
whom national feeling is most keenly 
‘developed—certainly could not encour- 
age them. Then came the Pact of 
Rome, which, by the way, will remain 
in history as marking one of the great- 
est opportunities missed by Italy, 
through Sonnino’s endeavor, for thé 
sake of a w-hearted nationalism. 
Italy ‘seemed to be willing to co-ordinate 
ites policy with principles of interna- 
tional justice.

The discovery of. the source of the oil- 
field: brines is: essential to an under- 
standing of their relations to the oil 
with which they are mixed; and to an 
interpretation of Aso as indicators of 
future suceess.or failure in new fields 
‘which are being tested with the drill. 
The brines bave usually been regarded 
as’ fossil sea water, which was impris- 
oned in the sands and clays as 
were deposited on the sea bottom. 
ter extended chemical studies, however, 
the authors conclude that though these 
brines may. originally have been sea 
water they have n changed in various 
ways, principally in the nature and pro- 
saggy ro of the salts they contain and 

their concentration.‘ These changes 
nave prohably been more effective than 
the original composition of the sea 
water in determining the present com- 
position of.the — brines. 

The. changes in composition are be- 
lieved: to have resulted from the leach- 
ing of the sediments by the water and 
from the chemical iriteraction of the 
brines -with other waters of different 
composition. ‘The concentration is 
lieved to have resulted largely from the 
evaporation of the “water in the brines 
deep ° underground, the vapor passing 
into large volumes: of natural gus..

‘FAVOR MUTUAL INSURANCE. 


Farmers Have 2,000 Companies That 
Carry Risks of $6;000,000,000. 


Nearly 2,000 farmers’ ‘mutual fire in- 
surance companies in the United States 
have a total of $6,000,000,000 of insur- 
ance now in. forcé. Thesé. compariies ‘in 
general have shown a high degree. of 
stability and have proved of much value, 
to their members, specialists of the De- 
partment of Agriculture say ina report 
of the prevailing »plans and practices 
among such companies obtained from re- 
plies to questionnaires. sent out. by the 
Bureau of Markets. . These companies 
are organized:in all States except Flori- 
da, Louisiana, New México, Arizoria, 
and. Nevada, more than four-fifths. of 
them be located in the Middle At- 
lantic and North Central States. 

Of the 1,161- companies replying to 
questionnaires, 124 were incorporated by 
special acts of Congress, while 967 were 
incorporated under general statute, and 
21- existed as voluntary associations 
without incorporation. The smallest 
membership of any company was 25, and 
the largest was 32,433, the average mem- 
bership being 1,532. Nearly four-fifths 
of the 1,116 companies reporting on 
membership were “organizations of fewer 
than 2,000 members. The prevailing plan 
is to allow each member one vote re- 
gardless of the amount of insurance or 
number .of policies held. “More 
eo of the companies follow this 
plan 

The average as well as the most com- 
mon number of Directors for the com- 
panies reporting -was nine, the, favorite 
term,for Directors being either one. or 
three years..In-@ number of laws more 
recently .epucted, itis mpeciticaly: pe 

that the:term-of a.Director all 
thrne.

The more local mut in 
many States have co-operated: with one 
another. in the organization of ~State- 
wide companies to care for the wind- 
storm insurance of their members. 
Among - the com ies which re- 
ported the maximum single risk accept- 
éd “by them, the highest for any .com- 
pany was $15,000 and the lowest $750. 
A tétal of 349 companies: reported their 
maximum single risks as large as $4,000, 
and only 58 companies provided for a 
maximum of less than $2,000. The aver- 
age maximum. risk: for all companies re- 
porting was $3,994. 
The report oints out ‘that there is a 
wide variety in the plans and’ practices 
of farmers’ enuttal companies and that 
they’ could be greatly improved by 
standardization. While rigid uniformity 
may not be desirable, a reasonable-ap- 
proach to uniformity in the plans and 
practices, at least within a given State. 
would be a material advantage. ‘The 
general public ‘would be more easily 
convinced: of the soundness and real 
value of these companies.as a class. The 
approval &nd support of: the Insurance 
Department of the State would .be more 
easily secured than is jsometimes the 
case under present conditions. Finan- 
cial institutions which lend. -money ..to 
farmers would more réadily accept ‘the 
policies of these companies as collateral, 
and, lastly, the companies themselves 
would find it easter to ¢6-operate with 
one another in matters of reinsurance’ or 
joint insurance, as well as in. meeting 
other problems that arise. :

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WORK OF MERCY COMMITTEE, 





sey recently celebra’ its fourth 

birthday at the home of its Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Charles Danforth Freeman, at 
Iselin, N. J. Five hundred members at 
that time viewed a tribute which also 
belonged to the committee itself, the Pa- 
triotic Service Medal recently awarded 
to Mrs.t: Freeman. The medal was pre- 
sented to Mrs; Freeman by the Institute 
of Social Sciences as a tribute to the 
work of the Mercy Committee’ @1f@n it 
hurried to meet the needs arisit¥® from 
the TNT explosions at Morgans: N. J., 
last October. ~~ 

The committee considers itself an arm 
of the Government in connection with 
the United States Army General Hos- 
pital.No..3 at Iselin. Prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into the war 
the Mercy, Committee had done as other 
committees for war relief have done 
loyally all over the tand, namely, had 
knitted, sewed, and peer funds for 
the desolate and. afflicted in Burope. 
But with the appearance or khakied men 
in our own streets, with the word that 
they were entering the battlelines, the 
Mercy Committee began to form their 
plans for aiding the Government prac- 
tically in its problems. 

The organization tendered its services 
to the Governor of New args La on fol- 
lowed this. step by ottering: through Mr. 
and Mra. F man, ‘reeman resi- 
dence at Iselin as a hospital for wounded 
or convalescent army dad navy mem 
The unit hospital, thus planned and.ae- 
cepted, was to have been under the di- 

« rection of Major Fred H. Albee, since 
Chief Surgeon of Hospital No. 3. 

It transpired, however, that Poa the 
army authorities had 1 ted the prop- 
erty they saw a larger utility for oe 
pital purposes than the existing resi- 
dence afforded. It was therefore ar- 
ranged for the Government to take over 
a tract of land upon the Freeman estate 
at the nominal “rental "’ of.$1:a year. 
and upon this ground the new general

ital was rene ga hidving a ca- 
a ty of 1,800 beds. 

One hundred and seventy of these beds 
were provided by the Mercy Committee. 
branches, this being, so far as is known 
at present, the unique instance in which 
an organization has been accorded the 
privilege of so equipping a United States 
Army hospital.. This equipment included 
the Surniatug of every article» needed 
from blankets, sheets, throbes, pa- 
vamas to spoons and forks, screens, 
towels, slippers, &c; 

Since the establishment of Pa hospital 

mittee. has become its main 

su outside of the actual necessities 
t by the Government.. Fifty 
percent. of all articles used in the fod 
pital Are furnished by the Mercy Com- 
mitté®, Magazines, crutch pads; games, 
uzzies, writing materials, frujt—all are 

ncluded in the articles left daily at the 
hospital by the committee. 

A small cottage was placed at the dis- 
posal of the’ committee by Mr. Freeman, 
who also bore the expense, some $2,000, 
for the building of an extension. The 
little resthouse was opened formally in 
July of last year, and served during its 
first month 150 meals. The second month 
saw this number increased by 600, and 
each month has so tested the "endurkacs 
and capacity of the house and its vol- 
unteer workers that, in April last, a reg- 
istry showed that 5,302 meais had been 
served during that month. Necessary 
additions conséduentiy have been built 
which include bed and bath rooms end 
increased dining room and kitchen space. 

The Mercy Housé is supported practi- 
cally. by the contributions of the mem~= 
bers of the committee, whose daily dona- 
ticns include pies, cakes, preserves, 
fresh eggs, fruit, and varieties of home- 
made and choice edibles. One eat 
branch is the Motor Corps ve lary 
.eomposed of the New Jersey ision of 
the Motor Corps of America, who asked 
to serve as auxiliaries to the Mercy Com- 
mittee, and have proved themselves in- 
valuable members. Joining the Mercy 
Committee on_ Nov. 19 last, they have 
to their ep tg an Susrage ‘traveling Yin 
its service of 850 miles a week. 
have carried wolunta r workers to an 
from Mercy House, and supplies for it 
pA og otherwise it must have gone with- 
out.

He continued for a season or more 
with Bedini, breaking loose only when 
the latter wantéd him to join. a bur- 
lesque organization. (Bedini is now a 
successful writer and producer of bur- 
lesque..shows,..and is responsible for 
** Peek-a-Boo,”" the current Columbia 
entertainment.) Cantor thereupon’ 
joined oné of Gus Edwards's kid revues, 
playing a blackface butler, for Edwards 
had seen him in blackface with the pre- 
vious act and would have nothing else. 

While the Edwards act was/at the Pal- 
ace Cantor was spotted by Max. Hart, a 
yaldeville agént.shréwd enough to réc- 
ognize possibilities in the slim youth in 


blackface. Hart undertook. his manage- 


ment, and at. once withdrew him from 
the Edwards act, urging him at’ the 
same time to go to. Europe and branch 
out as a“ single.’”’ Cantor accordingly 
went. to the Alhambra in London,: but 
his reputation as a blackface artist had 
preceded: him; and again he found it nec 
essary to black up. He ~ remained 
abroad for some months, then returned 
with the idea of joining one Al Lee in a 
vaudeville act. 

Cantor's intention was to try a Jewish 
comedy rOle in this-act, ahd réhearsals 
were well under way whén the powers 
ot the booking office learned of it.and 
put down a collective foot. Cantor, they 
insisted, was a blackfacé comedian, and 
must appear in blackface; othérwise the 
act would not .be booked. Accordingly 
Cantor once more donned the burnt cork 
and bided his time. 

Next came an offer from Olivér Mo- 
rosco to play .a blackface chauffeur in 
“Canary Cottage,"” about to be pro- 
duced in Los Angéles, and to Los An- 
geles went Cantor.

Hart afranged for 
Cantor to make a singté appearance in 
the Ziegfeld Midnight Frolic, but wisely 
refrained from telling the comiedian that 
He was merely being tried out... Cantor 
made\ his appearance on ‘the roof under 
the impression that he had been signed 
by Ziegfeld for a year, ‘and accordingly 
went about his work with # confidence 
which probably ‘would not have been his 
had he known that he was on trial. The 
next day, after Ziegfeld had expressed | 
approval, Hart told Cantor the truth.

truthful and interesting. To the exten 


however, that this: article is nét ‘the 
product of the personal participation of 
its author. in ‘the complex politic! life 
of the térritories liherated from t'.- Bol- 
shevixi, it naturally lacks the correct 
information which reveals the true state 
of affairs, and it therefore requires ‘elu- 
‘eldation, modification, and corrections, 
not infrequently in flat refutation of the 
categorical assertions of the author— 
corrections tending-to clarify why the 
organized social forces of ‘the Ural and 
Siberia are supporting the Government 
led by Admiral Kolchak. 

I- shall begin with a deena tabi of 
Bolshevist and non-Bolshevist Russia, 
and will dwell only upon facts generally 
established. 
and is literally dying from starvation. 
The territories of Orenburs, of the Ural 
Cossacks, the Northern ‘Ural, Siberia, 
Transbaikalia, and the Far East, on the 
other hand, know no hunger. There is 
not only sufficiency of meat, butter, 
cheese and o? breadstuffs in these Te- 
gions, but ‘with proper ‘facilities of 
transportation, and in case of necessity 

uantities of these products can, be 
shipped, without injustice to the Siber- 
jan population, to newhy-liberatéd  Rus- 
“sian territory. There is, indeed, hunger 
in the Yakutsk region, and, iu part, in 
the Kirgisz territory... But, as is well 
known, the Yakutsk region lagked food 
under the Czar's régime and under the 
Kerensky Government as well. As re- 
.gards the Kirgisz population, their ter- 
ritory received such substantial atten- 
tion from the: Bolsheéviki that'at present 
‘the chief source of) existenee of these 
aiwellers ofthe steppes, theircattle, is 
‘either slaughtered or driven away by 
‘marauding bands, or was scattered and 
‘perished uncared for in the steppes, The 
consequences of this terrorization by 
So. iet detachments is famine and the 
dyi..g out of the. population. 

Freer Press in Siberia. 

Next—the press. In the satrapy of 
Lenin and Trotsky theré are no. other 
organe cf the press except those that 
espouse Bolshevism,...In Siberia, the 
Ural, and the Far Bast we find a large 
number of. opposition publications con- 
ducted by various political factions, such 
@s the People’s Socialist. Party, the 
Party of Socielists-Reéevolutionists, and 
the Social-Democratic Party. The 
Zaria, Troodovaia Siber, Novy Ural, 
Respublikanetz; Nashé Dyelo, Nash Put, 
and Svobodnoye Slovo very cften  criti- 
cise firmly and in no uncertain terms 
the acts of the Government, -and ‘they 
are not interfered with. And regardless 
of the very great technical difficulties, 
the Siberian press is.growing and de- 
veloping constantly. The number , of 
Newspapers. is on the increase and the 
Co-operatives are lending their aid to 
insure ‘the regularity and stability of 
Publishing activities. 

Next in order—the functioning of pub- 
Hic “and. social- institutions. In the 
Soviet territory the Zemstvo institutions 
and the. municipalities.were dispersed, 
the Co-operatives’ conyerted into subsi- 
diary Soviet agencies, and the universi- 
ties and schools of learning deprived of 
their principal. guarantees—freedom of 
imstruction and technical. means. In 
the territories liberated from the Bol- 
shevist dictatorship there are at present 
in operation free: people's universitics 
in Cheliabinsk, Ekaterinburg; Omsk, 
Tomsk, Irkutsk, and other cities. True, 
the Soviet constitution is .not being 
espoused in the schools, but monarchist 
teachings are equally banished. The 
Zemstvo and municipal “séif-govern- 
ments are functioning everywhere, with 
democratic majorities practically in 
every, place, as normally as the diffi- 
cult financial conditions resulting from 
the civil: war and the wave of Bolshe- 
vism permit them: As regards the Co- 
operatives, they represent ih the. Ural 
and in Siberia independent and very 
strong organizations, fully democratic 
and continually developing not’ only 
@long democratic linés, but in “the edu- 
cational and political demains as well. 

Lastly—participation / in: Governmental 
activity and life is limited In Sowet ter- 
ritory to narrow party lines. In Omsk,

fieicetee there are represénted at the 
‘State Economic Conference People’s So- 
clalists, Soeialist-Revojutionists, Social 
Democrats, representatives of the Co- 
operatives, of the municipalities, and 
the Zemstvos, and of the trafling and 
commercial ¢lasse3.. In the Cabinet we 
find Professor Guins, a People's Social- 
ist; Petrov, a Socialist-Revolutionist, 
and - Shumilovsky, a Social Democrat. 
At‘ the head ‘of the important Commis- 
ston on Blections to the Constituent As- 
sembly has been placed the well-known 
liberal journalist and public workor, A. 
Bielorusoy, not,a polifician and a person. 
removed from narrow parttsanship. 
While Bielorusov cannot be classed as 
an ‘ internationalist,’’ his integrity and 
broad culture are sufficient guarantees 
that the électoral law and its application 
will be free from direct or tadinect ma- 
nipulations. 
Difficulties in Siberia. 


If I*were to be asked heir in. my 
opinion, Siberia is already a paradise, 
and whether everrthing there is as it 
should be, I would reply that it is most 
certainly not, and for the. following rea- 
sons: 

1. There is Still‘a considerable amount 
of Bolshevism in Siberia and the Far 

ast, manifested through LDolshevist 
propaganda on the'one hand, and mon- 
archist agitation amd strivings on the 
other hand. In other words, there is 


Right. and. from the Left. 

2; Bolshevism from the Left is being 
nurtured by Soviet agents, who spare no 
means to achieve results, and to a Hke 
degree by the general unhealthy popular 
psychology, which was'never too normal 
or robust in Russia, and which is at'a 
very low ebb now. 

If Mr. Kornfield claims to have: seen 
in Siberia an.‘ indifferent’’ army, it 
signifies, however, very little. When 
these fresh'.troops in the ‘rear, composed 
of workmen and peasants, get to the 
frént and come face to face with the 
fruits of ‘the Bolshevist régime in ~vil- 
lages, settlements, cities, and “work- 
shops, they very quickly change into de- 
termined, fighting units... Along with 
them there are fighting and dying for 
tussia at the front the workers of the 
Ural, Kama;-and the Volga, who have 
voluntarily organized themselves into a 
Republican. Army, and these veterans | 
are imbuing their new~comrades with 
courage and fearlessness. The “‘ indif- 
ference "' of the Yecrvits in. the rear. is 
thus’ quickly disappearing in. action at 





the front. 

3. Bolshevism from. the Right,.as rep- 
resented in Siberia by the individual de- | 
tachments of Kalmikov, Annenkov and 
company,.on one hand, and the reac- 
tionary groups ‘in Omsk, on the. other, 
is a shameful and ill-savoring « sffair, 
equally menacing our democracy and 
the Government... It is no less menace 
to the rule of the people than its pro- 
totype from the Left, because it is sheer 
banditism in form and is demoralizing 
the life. of the countryside where it 
operates. 

These elements are few in number. but 
very well organized. It was this group 
that had.an active hand in the Omsk 
Névember coup, but, fortunately, the 
consequences have foiled their inten- 
tions. - Admiral Kolchak and the Presi- 
dent of the Council_of Ministers, Volo- 
godsky, did not adopt the course Isid | 
out by the reactionaries, and now this 
All-Russian Government is just as unde- 
sirable for this group as were the mem- 
bers of the late Directorate. 


Supporters of Kolchak. 

, The actual supporting forces of the 
Government led by Admiral Kolchak 
are, first, “the Cossack forces of the 
Ural and Orenburg; secondly, the popu- 
lation of the Northern Ural, and, third- 
ly, the Siberian Army at the front, a 
young and brave army that is now 
learning its lesson on the firing.line. of 
the significance of Bolshevism. The of- 
ficers of this army ere, in the great ma- 
jority of cases, either men who belong to 
no-party and are simply fulfilling their 
civic dut¥ to~ their motherland or men 
with republican-democratic tendencies, 
who are fighting for democracy in its 
best sense, but who refrain from in- 
jecting party politics within the ranks 
of the army in order not-to destroy its 
entity and forceftufhess. 

Who. else is supporting . the Kolchak 
Government except the army? is it 
really true, as Mr. Kornfield asserts; 
that, as far as the other clements of the 
population are concerned, the Govern- 
ment is suspended in the air? My an-

Co-operative Congresses, 
the Coun ..l of the Ural Co-operative 
Congresses and a long line of Zemstvo 
and municipal’ self-governments: have 
recognized the Government of Kolchak, 
first of all, as a governmental céntre 
whichis re-erecting the destroyéd state- 
hood ,of Russia, the local Zemstvo and 
municipal life, which is buflding up a 
new fighting army and. which is finally 
going forward: tothe realization of the 
plan of a Constituént Assembly, the de- 
sideratum -of all the progréssive and 
democratic elements of the population.

HE highest price. ever “paid at 
public auction for a printed book 
er iuminated manuscript is $59,- 
000, given by Quariteh fn the re- 
cent sale at Sotheby's in. Lon- 

aon for the ‘‘ Hours of Jeanne IL, 
Queen of Navarre,”’ one of the treazures 
in.the collection of Henry Yates Thomp- 
6cn. 

There were only: thirty items in the 
sale, two of them-books, the rest illumi- 
nated menuscripts, but ‘they fetched the 
rermathable total, of $261,800. Quaritch 
obtained four-fifths of the whole, paying 
for thém $208,400.. Among the. sudience 
were Mr. Thompson, Sir F. G. Kenyon, 
Director cf the British Muséum, and 
John Anderson, Jr., foundér of the An- 
derson Galleries in this city. 

When, as .a. schoolboy at Westminster, 
Rertram, fourth Earl of Ashburnham, 
started his library with the purchase in 
1814 of ‘‘ De Secretis"’ by Albertus 
Magnus for eightcen pence, he could not 
have dreemed that one day a manuscript 
from his collection would bring $59,000. 
“The Hours of Jeanne II,’’ is a manu- 
script on 271 pages of yellum, containing 
108 miniatures of’ various sizes. It was 
produced about .1336, and its in citron 
morocco binding with gold tooling of the 
end of the eighteenth century. Four 
hands, it is believed, are responsible for 
the miniatures. 

Jeanne IJ. was a Princess not to be 
confused with her mother, Jeanne, wife 
of Louis X., .but- his only daughter, 
Countess. d'Bureux, and“ as such’ riec- 
knowledged Queen of Navarre in her 
own right. When. the Earl of Ashburn-

. The ‘reports_in. the files of. the. Amer- 

ican Relief. Administration are full of 

such statements. _Behind each bald fact 
there is a story of heroism and devotion 
to the cause of suffering humanity, . Bs- 
pecially every step in the work of feed- 
ing the struggling young nations who 
have thrown off the yoke of the Central 
Powers ‘has had to. be made im the 
face of great difficulties, Telephonic 
and telegraphic communications have 
been completely broken by the retreating 
enemy in many of the’ districts. More- 
over, wherever the enemy wént they left 
all systems of transportation demoral- 
ized because ofthe number of engines 
they stole and the miles of track they 
destroyed. To increase the handicaps of 


and also to increase tenfold the suffering 
of the people, typhus, cholera, and 
tuberculosis are. raging unchecked in 
many districts, owing to the long-con- 
tinued malnutrition ‘of the people, » the 
unsanitary conditions in which the war 
has left their towns and cities, and the 
dearth of medical supplies to. combat 
disease, 

Out of this chaos the representatives 
of the American Relief Administration 
must bring order, open channels of com- 
munication, and ‘start and keep a flow 
of food’ going to the helpless: people 
within the ring of sufféring. 

Take, for instance, this fleeting glance 
of the work being done in the southern 
part of Jugoslayia—what: used to be 
Montenegro. The report was. written 
for Mr. Hoover by a young Lieutenant 
of the United States Army who volun- 
teered his services for. the seeming im- 
possible task of getting food to these 
suffering. people. 

Unconquered - Seustebseste: 

“This is ‘the one region .of Monte- 
negro,’’ the report runs, ‘that neéver 
gave up to the Austrians, . The hills 
were always filled with loyal troop¢, 
who frequently raided the. occupying 
forces.in the valley. In retaliation the 
Austrians carried off practically all of 
the cattle and food supplies.. ‘This,, plus 
the fact that it was completely isplated 
because of the ftmpassable~ mountains, 
whose trails have been. blocked. with 
snow during the Winter months, and 
because: of the broken bridges on its 
one good road, has left this district on 
Starvation rations ‘since the last of No- 
vember. . Evén last Fall many of-.the 
people were eating grass.

When we 
first entered this region it was the lat- 
ter part of the Winter, and the people 
had given up all hope of being saved. 
“It is no use,’ they told us when we 
arrived, ‘ you can’t save us; we haven't 
enough provisidns. to hold out until 
Spring, and even if there is American 
food ta be had you can’t get i to us, 
The Germans have torn up all railroads 
and bridges leading to the seaboard. But 
even if you could get the food to the 
mountains you couldn't get it over to 
us, becausé all the mountain trails are 
impassable for hauling this time of year. 
No, you. can't save us; they kept re- 

ting. 

“** Yes, we can,’. we replied, and, 
planting the American flag on one ’of 
their little churches’ as a symbol of 
hope to keep up their courage, we went 
back, over the mountains and began 
to open: up the channels of communi- 
cation with the seaboard by means. of 
horses and cables, as already described. 
The hardest part of the haul was of 
course over the mountains themselves. 
Here we never dared to send off a train 
of our pack horses carrying the precious 
food without sending. with them a crew 
of men to shovel them-out of: the drifts. 
Many times the trails had to be shov- 
eled foot by foot. as .the pack - horses 


was that when the wind was high tife 
trails, almost. immediately filled up 
again, so that a few minutes after one 
had beén shoveled it would be lost be- 
neath the drifts. By. the end of March, 
however, the snow mejted sufficiently 
so that this difficulty was removed.

/of the league have been approved by 
Becretary of State Francis M. Hugo, 
‘and if consistently carried out:e great 
deal of go0d may be accomplished along 
‘the necessary lines of greater safety and 
reduction in accidents. 

‘At the Head of the organization is 
Harry W.. Gaston, a well-known New 
York motorist. James V. Boise, manager 
of the Chatham and Phenix branch bank 
at Broadway and Sixty-first Street, is 
| Treasurer; Temporary offices have been 
taken at 16 West Sixty-first Street. 

There will be an annual. membership 
fee, said Mr. Gaston yesterday, of $4. 
Hach member will receive two emblems, 
, both alike, one to be carried in front 
and the other at the rear of his auto- 
mobile. This emblem has been named 
**The Red: Badge of Caution,” and it 
will state that the member observes 


caution and demands caution from oth-, 


ets. The emblems have been copy- 
righted by the league, and will be 
licerised to members on the undéfstand- 
ing that the license will be revoked’ if a 
* member is convicted of the more flagrant 
* wiolations of the traffic laws. It is felt 
that this will restrain the member from 
acts of recklessness and-at the same 
time the realization that each member 
will be pledged to report any infraction 


‘et the traffic laws to the league will 


exert a réstraint upon taxicab drivers, 
truck chauffeurs, and others who are 
mot members. 

“There have been various organiza- 
tions formed in the past for the purpose 
of furnibhing. good roads information, 
maps, &c., enabling the members to buy 





insurance ‘and accessories at cut rates, 
and offering to do.everything for thé 
motorists except giving them a -peri- 
odical bath,’’ explained, Mr. Gaston. 
‘““The League for Motorists’ - Protection 
is a nonprofit organization,. designed to 
do one thing, and that is to drive the 
Hun from the road so that our ‘wives, 
mothers, and sisters may. operaté their 
motor cars without the fedr that road 
autocrats will bring them to-zrief. 

* The league will also have for its 
purpose the é¢Mmination of\ the. profes- 
sional witness and the ambulance chaser, 
and the correction of: many other évils 
tHat- exist. No officer will revéive a 
salary, -and.the league will not engage 
in-any business or seek to ‘promote thé: 
business of others. It is strictly a body 
organized for the purpose of affording 
protection on the highways through the 
more efficient enforcement of existing 
laws by co-operation with the accredited 
authorities.’’ 


Seeks Federal Road Act Changes. 

The Directors of the Amiérican Auto- 
mobile Association have resolved to ask 
Congress to amend the Federal Ald Road 
act fn such manner that the joint Fed- 
éral arg State money shall only be ¢x- 
pended tipon roads which are included 
tn well-defined State highway systems.
